A serious cave-in took pkce last 


Thursday night at the Boston of the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company., 
located near Plymouth junction. " The . 
rcof ia a large section of old workings 
fell in, and about two acres of the sur- 
face went down from eight to ten feet. 
The disturbed area was on the moun- 
tain, side at some distance from any 
habitation, and no damage to proper- 
ty was dorse on the surface. 


The result to the mine was more se- 


ricus. Through the large crevices form- 
ed in the earth a s:r.a!! creek and all 
the surlace water irom the mountain 
above found their wav and flooded it. 
The Boston! lulr.e is connected with 
Colliery Xo. 3, of the same company. 
and both mines are unworkable, despite 
the u-tniost efroris of the pumus. 


Between 600 and 700 men and bovs 


are thiown out of work, and it will be 
many weeks under the most favorable 
circumstances before work can be re- 
sunied. 


On the eld Garrett farm, south of 


Xew Kingston. Cumberland county, Is 
an old well which is many feet deep. 
and contains the purest of waters. This 
is a boon to the fanner residing there, 
oi coarse, but the well contains more 
than water. 
Fishes are in that well in 


profusion, and when a mess of fresh fish 
is wanted the farmer gees to the well 
and has a few hours sport fishing for 
eels and suckers. 
It appears the Co- 


hocken run, which trends in the direc- 
tion of the Ganett farm. loses some of 
its water through subterranean chan- 
nels, and the suppositien is that the 
fishes escape from the ran at this place 
c-irl finally find their way into the well. 
It Fj;ght might not be oat of place to 
say that this is no fish storv. 


A terrible railroad accident occurred 


on the Grand Trunk Railway, about 
a mile east of Hamilton, Ontario, early 
Sunday :r.ora:ng, resulting ia a serious 
loss of life and great destruction to 
property. 
The limned express from 


Chicago when running; at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour, jumped the track 
as the engineer was ia the act of slack- 
ening the speed on his approach to 
Hamilton Junction. The accident oc- 
curred vrhile rounding a curve in a 
deep cutting, just before reaching the 
"Y," where through trains from Toron- 
to leave the main line. 


Th- train, which was heavily loaded, 


with passengers, was made up of an en- 
gine, a baggage car, t\vo passenger 
coaches and two sleepers, and as it left 
the rails the cars were hurled with ter- 
rific force against the light flint walls of 
the cutting, resulting in the smash be- 
ing simply indescribable. 
As the en- 


gine lelt the track the engineer and 
fireman jumped, both miraculously es- 
caping almost uninjured. The bag- 
gage car was in a strange way separat- 
ed from the rest of the train and-thrown 
on the opposite track. The occupants 
were maimed probably for life. 


Xo sooner had the accident occurred 


than the wreck took fire, and from out 
of a heap of blazing ruins came the 
frenzied shrieks of men, women and 
children, who in their maimed condi- 
tion could make no effort to escape the 
last approaching names. 


Aid was sent for and soon arrived, 


but the work of rescue was of the hard- 
est kind, as the neat from the burning 
cars was so intense that it was only with 
the greatest difficulty the rescuers could 
approach, and many were badly burn- 
ed in their efforts to save. Nineteen 
persons were killed and twentv injured, 
four of whom are thought fatally.

few weeks ago. '-Hed Nosed Mike1' 
has not yet been sentenced, and will be 
used as s. witness against his confeder- 
ates.

A terrible railroad accident occurred 
on the Grand Trunk Railway, about 
a mile east of Hamilton, Ontario, early

The limited express from 
Chicago when running at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour, jumped the track

That charming songster, the mocking 
bird, requires a very large cage with, 
pivot boxes on each end for the food 
cups. 
The perches should be large and 
lirmly fixed and the cage have a sliding 
bottom aud contain plenty of sand* Th& 
food comes in glass jars and may be pur- 
chased 
at the druggist's. 
Mix equal 
parts 
of 
prepared 
food 
with 
fine 
grated carrot, mix with a spoon into a 
soft dough. 
Give fresh every day and 
do not leav« any of the old food in tho 
cup nor mix it with the fresh food; 
never leave food in the cage for two- 
days nor when it is hard or sour. 
Fresh 
every day is the rule and only as much 
as tho bird will cat. 
Meal worms should 
also be given, say two or three every 
day; also spiders in their season. 
The 
mocking 
bird is very tender and ia 
I^iorthern States should be kept in 
a 
warm, sunshiny room, and never in a. 
temperature under seventy degrees. 
A t 
night if there is no fire in the room tho 
cage ghould be covered up warmly in 
the winter season. 
Give him a piece of 
soft, luscious, fruit in season, soft cher- 
ries and peaches. 
In winter a spoonful 
of apple sauco may be given in a tiny 
dish. 
It should be made from fresh 
apples, and sprinkled with a little pow- 
dered sugar. 
Give a little bread and 
milk, say once a week. 
Never leave a 
mocking bird in a diaft, nor near a door 
which opens into the street, nor in too 
warm a place. 
The cage should bo 
cleaned once every week. 
Be careful 
that the 
perches 
are not 
too small. 
Thousands of mockingbirds are shipped 
North every summer, and it is sáfe to. 
say that sixty or seventy per cent, of 
them die. 
I see with sorrow that mock- 
ing birds and their wings and feathers 
are now used by milliners to trim ladies* 
hats and bonnets. 
If some law is not. 
made in the Southern States to stop this, 
useless and 
senseless 
slaughter, 
the- 
mocking bird, the prince of songsters, 
will soon become extinct.—Detroit

Cherolcee Iiii'e and Government in 


tlie Indian Territory— A Good 
School System and Prosperity. 


Tahleqush, the capital of the Cherokees 


ia the Indian Territory. is a lovely little 
•village, nestling amid a range of iiint- 
covered hills. ~The capitol building is 
as Sue a State building as might have 
been seen a few years ia some of our 
Westers. States. 
The chief, at the time 


of my visit, was Hon. D. AY. Bushy- 
head. Mr. Bushyhead has proven him- 
self to be quite a statesman. 
He took 


great pains to instruct us in his manner 
of running the government. 
There ia 


perhaps no government ia the "world so 
independent and yet so dependent as the 
Cherokees's. They have a large surplus 
•on hand or a£ interest, enough to more 
than ran their government, lor schools 
ana support of the blind are never fully 
expended. 
After paying every appro- 


priation they have a surplsis of several 
thousand dollars left. 
They rent the 


Cherokee strip for almost enough to pay 
all the current expenses of the nation, 
and in addition to this they have vested 
funds which bring In. a large sinouat of 
revenue. Their citizens pay no taxes, 
they have no paupers, and consequently 
no poorhouses. All the land is held in 
common, and each Cherokee is entitled 
to all the land, he can cultivate or rent. 
toe it 100 acres or 10,000. If iheir present 
prosperity continues, wit" all the facilities 
at. their command (which they seem capa- 
ble of taking advantage of), they -will in 
a few Tears become a race of millionaires. 


Chief Bushyhead was a half-blood 


•Cherokee and half Scotch. 
He was 


faoin in Tennessee on the l£th day of 
March. 1826, and was educated at one 
«f the mission schools. 
He made an ex- 


cellent official, and was in IS87 suc- 
ceeded bv Hon. Joel B. Mayes, for a 
number of years Chief -Justice of the 
Cherokee Supreme Court, who is the 
-chief at the present time. 
There are a 


number of Cherokees who have become 
famous, and among them is Colonel 
William P. Soudinot, who, as a musician, 
according 
to 
his training, has no 


superior. 
There are many excellent 


•musicians among the Cherokees, and 
when he wa? a young man Boudinot 
stood foremost among them. 
. The Cherokee Government is a re- 
public. 
The chief executive is the 


principal chief, who corresponds to the 
President of the 
United States 
or 


Governor of a State. 
The second in 


power is the assistant chief. 
They have 


a national council consisting of a Senate 
•said, lower house. 
They have a Supreme 


-Court to which all litigation from the 
lower courts can be appealed, consisting 
of three judges. 
Ihesr lawyers and 


judges are all men learned in the law, 


among the Cherokees, and then there are 
many typical hags, with tawny faces, 
and "high arched noses, yet the traveler 
through this country very naturally 
eoiaes'to the conclusion that if these are 
samples of the red men, he is not nearly 
so bad as he lias been painted. 


The Ciierozte Advjcate is the national 


organ of the Cherokees. 
It is printed, 


ia English and Cherokee, from the alpha- 
bet made by that wonderful Cherokee 
Se-quo-yah or George Guess. It is a 
very creditable publication and is sup- 
ported by the nation. The editor is ap- 
pointed by the chief, his assistant con- 
firmed, by the Senate and is paid a 
stipulated" salary. The paper, presses, 
type setting and all expenses are paid by 
the nation, and all the money taken in 
for subscription and advertising is ac- 
counted, to the Government—Detroit 
Free Press.

.students are admitted free to the male, 
and fifty to the female seminaries free. 
Bv saving free, we mean free of books, 
-board" and tuition. 
The tuition, and 


-books are free to all Cherokee children 
•who will go, and we have the first to 
-find yet who did not attend some school; 
but fifty are selected, whose board is 
paid during their tuition by the nation. 
The Cherckee school system is some- 
thing of -which they are justly proud, 
All children are boarded in the building 
-and are under the direct supervision of 
-the principal of the school 
The princi- 


pals of these schools get $1000 a year, 
and are boarded at the expense of the 
nation. 
The principals are -white men, 


but many of the assistants are native 
teachers.

The Earth's Duration, 


The present age of the earth has been 


placed by Sir William Thomson at 100,- 
000,000 years, while the speculations of 
others have given much larger figures. 
3L Adolphe d'Assier, who believes such 
estimates to be greatly exaggerated, con- 
siders the life of the earth in three 
periods, which he terms the Igneous or 
nebulo stellar stadium, the stadium of 
solar illumination or of organic life, and 
the stadium of darkness, cold and death. 
The first, which began with the de- 
tachment of the terrestrial nebula from 
tbe solar, and ended In the ionnatlon 
of the crystaline crust of the globe— 
he calculates from physical laws to haTe 
been -100,000 years" In duration. 
The 


second, comprising the preseat epoch, 
and to close with the extinction of the 
sun, embracing the entire cycle of geo- 
logical formations—Is lonnd by geologi- 
cal and physical evidence as likely to 
have a total length of io, 000,000 years, 
of "which more than half has passed. 
The third stadlma, starting from the 
end of solar illumination, and closing In 
the terrible and Inevitable catastrophe 
of the fall of the earth to tie sun, and 
momentarily brightened by the incan- 
descence of the earth as the moon crashes 
Into It —~il! have a length that cannot 
be calculated until the precise rate of ac- 
celeration of the motion of the earth 
around the centre of attraction :s known, 
but -sill Broably be. A the lowest esti- 
mate 100^000,000 years or more. Lpoa 
the -whole, tbe present age of the earth 
appears to be about 16,000,000 years. 
This Is but a small part of Its existence, 
and everything leads to the ^beller that 
Its total evolution through she immen- , 
sity of space will exceed a million cen- 3 
tsiies.

It forms an admirable air 
and water-tight cement for bottles, by 
simply corking them, and Immersing the 
stoppers in It.—New York Independent.

GlillÄPSES OF THB KED MAN IN* A 
CIVILIZED STATE 


Clierokco liife niul Govornmrnt iu 
tho Indian Territory — A Good 
School System a n d Prosperity. 


Tablequab.tbe capital of the Cberokeos 
in tbo Indian Territory, is a iovoly little 
villano, nestling .nmid a range of liint- 
covered bills. "Tbe capítol building is 
•as fine a State building as might have 
been seen a few years in some of our 
Western States. 
Tho chief, at tho time 
of my visit, was Hon. 
D. W. Bushy- 
liead. 
Mr. Busbyhead has proven him- 
aelf to bo quite a statesman. 
Ho took 
great pains to instruct us in his manner 
of running tho government. 
There 
it 
perhapg no government in the world so 
independent and yet so dependent as the 
Cherokees's. 
They have a large surplus 
on hand or at interest, enough to more 
than run their government, for schools 
anct support of tho blind are never fully 
Expended. 
After paying every appro- 
priation they have a surplus of several 
thousand dollars left. 
They rent the 
Cherokee strip for almost enough to pay 
all the current expenses of the nation, 
•and in addition to this they have vested 
funds which bring in a large amount of 
revenue. 
Their citizens pay no taxes, 
they have no paupers, and consequently 
no poorhouses. 
All the land is held in 
common, and each Cherokee is entitled 
to all the laud be can cultivate or rent, 
be it 100 acres or 10,000. 
If their present 
prosperity continues, with all the fuciiities 
•iit their command (which they seem capa- 
ble of taking advantage of), they will in 
a few years become a race of millionaires. 


Chief Busbyhead was a half-blood 
Cherokee and half Scotch. 
He 
was 
bom in Tennessee on the li^th day of 
March, 1826, and was educated at one 
of the mission schools. 
He made an ex- 
cellent official, and was in 1887 suc- 
ceeded by Hon. Joel B. Mayes, for a 
number of years Chief Justice of the

when he was a young man Boudinot 
«tood foremost among them. 


The Cherokee Government is a re- 
public, 
The chief 
executive is tho 
principal chief, who torresponds to the 
President 
of tho 
United 
States 
or 
Governor of a State. 
The second in 
'power is the assistant chief. 
They have 
•ft national council conoisting of a Senate 
and lower house. 
They have a Supreme 
Court to which all litigation from the 
.lower courts can be appealed, consisting 
-of three judges. 
Iheir lawyers and 
judges are all men learned in the law, 
cmany of them being graduates ot law 
schools in the States. 
The nation is 
divided into districts which correspond 
'to counties, and there is a sheritT to each 
district, and a circuit judge appointed 
over every thive or four districts. 
All 
officers are elected, either by the people 
-or by the National Council, cxcepfc a few 
appointed by the chief v»'ho have to be 
coniirnied by the Senate. 
We found 
many ambitious politicians among the 
.red men. The Senate is composed chioiiy 
of white Cherokees and is by far the 
.-ablest body. 
The House of liepresenta- 
•tives, consisting of one from each dis- 
'trict, is made up mostly of full bloods. 
The Senate and House are both opened 
with prayer. 
The Senate has a Presi- 
dent and the house a Speaker, elected 
(from its own body. 
There are three 
clerks and 
two interpreters 
for each 
Jbody. 
A bill is read in English and 
then translated and read in the Cherokee 
language, which makes the mills of the 
gods in Tahlequah c^rind slowly. 
There 
•are 
no blanket 
Indians 
among 
the 
Cherokees. 
All wear citizens' clothes, 
-and some of them dress much better than 
their immediate white neighbors. 


Wo visited the missions and public 
:8chools of the Cherokees and found them 
,all In excellent running order. The male 
•and female seminaries are magnificent 
buildings, the former about one and the 
Matter four miles from the capital. 
Fifty 
students are admitted free to tho male, 
:and fifty to the female seminaries free. 
By saying free, we mean free of books, 
'board 
and tuition. 
The tuition and 
books are free to all Cherokee children 
who will go, and we have the first to 
find yet who did not attend some school; 
but fifty are selected, whose board is 
paid during their tuition by the nation. 
The Cherckee school system is some- 
'tbing of which they are justly proud. 
All children are boarded in the building 
^nd are under the direct supervision of 
'the principal of the school. 
The princi- 
pals of these schools get $1000 a year» 
•and are boarded at tho expense of the 
nation. 
The principals are white men, 
but many of the assistants are native 
teachers. Tho native teacher is gaining, 
and it will not be long until the white 
4iaan will be removed from his comforta- 
ble position of a net thousand a year. 
Not only are tho principal and teachers 
^boarded at the expense of the nation, 
but all their families, which make the 
positions much sought after by peda- 
gogues with large families, 
One of the 
^hsistant teachers in the female seminary 
was Miss Klla Adair, one-fourth Chero- 
kee lady. 
Miss Adair was what might 
be called a belle. 
She had none of the 
Indian features, and wo found her a well 
•educated and refined young lady. 
She 
was very beautiful, posgessed oxcellen 
conversational powers, and made a very 
agreeable companion. 


In contrast (and after all the contrast 
is not 80 very great) was Miss Julia Six- 
killer, a full blood Cherokeo lady. Miss 
bixkiller was a pretty girl even if she 
was a full blood Indian, and has since 
married a white man named Ivie. 
She 
wa» a graduate, very intellectual, but 
quiet and reMrved, as most full bloods 
Are*

The Earth's Duration. 


The present age of the earth has been 
placed by Sir William Thomson at 100,- 
000,000 years, while the speculations of 
others have given much larger figures. 
M. Adolphe d'Assier, who believes such 
estimates to be greatly exaggerated, con- 
siders the life of the earth in three 
periods, which he terms the igneous or 
nebulo stellar stadium, the stadium of 
solar illumination or of organic life, and 
the stadium of darkness, cold and death. 
Tho first, which began with the de- 
tachment of the terrestrial nebula from 
the solar, and ended in the formation 
of the crystaline crust of the globe— 
he calculates from physical laws to have 
been'"iOO,000 years in duration. 
The 
second, comprising the present epoch, 
and to close with the extinction of the 
sun, embracing the entire cycle of geo- 
logical formations—is iound by geologi- 
cal and physical evidence as likely to 
have a total length of 
000,000 years, 
of which more than half has passed. 
The third stadium, starting from the 
end of solar illumination, and closing in 
the terrible and inevitable catastrophe 
of the full of the earth to the sun, and 
momentarily brightened by the incan- 
descence of the earth as the moon crashes 
into it—will have a length that cannot 
be calculated until the precise rate of ac- 
celeration of tho motion of the earth 
around the centre of attraction is known, 
but will Di'oably be, -it the lowest esti- 
mate 100^000,000 years or more. 
Upon 
the whole, the present age of the earth 
appears to bo about 10,000,000 years. 
This is but a small part of its exiôtence, 
and everything leads to the belief that 
its total evolution through the immen- 
sity of space will exceed a million cen- 
turies.

Old furniture that has a dull, greasy 
look should be rubbed v^ith turpentine 
and then polished with any good polish. 
The improvement in its appearance 
well repay vcu for the trouble. 
"White 
spots ou furniture can be removed by 
wetting a piece of fiannel with turpen- 
tine and then rubbing the s})ot hard. 
It 
may require several applications of tur- 
pentine and considerable patienco and 
strength for the rubbing for some obsti- 
nate places, but the worst spot will yield 
in time. 
If the white spot was caused 
by the spilling of an alcoholic substance, 
it will be easy to efface it; but heat and 
>'ome other agents makes marks which 
are more dilhcult to obliterate.—House- 


F o r Mondin^ R u b b e r Boots. 


Pro ^ure from a depot of rubber goods, 
or from a large store where such goods 
are found a piece of virgin India-rubber, 
With a wet knife cut from it the thinnest 
shavings po=isible; with a pair of sharp 
shears divide the shavings into fine 
shreds. 
Fill a wide-mouthed 
bottle 
about one-tenth 
full of the shredded 
rubber. 
AVith pure benzine, guitlcss of 
oil, fill the bottle three-fourths full. 
The rubber in a moment will perceptibly 
swell if the benzine is a good article. 
If 
frequently shaken the contents of 
tho 
bottle in a few days will be of the con- 
sistency of honey. 
Should there be clots 
of undissolved 
rubber through it add 
more benzine, if it be thin and .watery a 
moiety of rubber is needed, 
l^fie unvul-' 
canized rubber may sometimes liiji'^found 
at the druggist's. 
A pint of cement may 
be made from a piece of solid native rub- 
ber the size of a large hickory nut; this 
quantity will last a family a long time 
and will be found invaluable, 
Threo 
coats of it will unite, with great 
firm- 
ness, brcfken places in shoes, refra -tory 
patches, and soles on rubbers; will fast- 
en bacfcc on books, rips in 
upholstery, 
and will render itself generally useful to 
the ingenious housewife as it dries in a 
few minutes. 
It forms an admirable air 
and water-tight cement for bottles, by 
simply corking them and immersing the 
stoppers in it.—iVew York Independent, 


Ten Good Thin;?d to Know, 


That cool rain water and soda will 
remove machine grease from washable 
Fabrics. 


That ripe tomatoes will remove ink 
and other stains from white cloth, also 
trom the hands. 


That a tablespoonful of 
turpentine 
boiled with white clothes will aid in the 
whitening process. 


That boiled starch is much improved 
by the addition of a little sperm salt or 
gum arabic dissolved. 


That kerosene will soften boots and 
and shoes that have been hardened by 
water and render them pliable as new. 


That salt will curdle new milk; hence 
in preparing milk i^orridge, gravies, etc., 
the salt should not be added until the 
dish is prepared. 


That clear boiling water will removo 
tea stains and many fruit stains. 
Pour 
the water through the stain, and thus 
pievent it spreading over the fabric. 


That kerosene will make tin tea-kettles 
as bright as new. 
Saturate a woolen 
rag and rub with it. 
It will also removo 
stains from varnished furniture. 


That 
blue ointment 
and 
kerosene 
mixed in equal proportions and applied 
to the bedsteads is an unfailing bedbug 
remedy, as z coat of whitewash is for tho 
walls of a log-house. 


That beeswax and salt will make rusty 
fiatirons as clean and smooth as glass. 
Tie a lump of wax in a rag and keep it 
for i;hi;t purpose. 
When the irons are 
hot rub them first with thev/axrag, then 
scour with a paper or cloth, sprinkled

The Centennial of the Inauguration 


,<of Washington as the first President of 
the United States ic New York city the 
past fev>' days has Jjeen a great success. 
The crowds were immense, the enthu- 
siasm great, and the parades all that 
was expected of them. Pennsylvania 
with her magnificent militia made a 
fine showing, and al! along the line the 
fine lines of Pennsylvania troops, look- 
ing and marching like regulars, were 
, received with enthusiasm. The display 
throughout was alike creditable to New 
York and the nation and a fitting com- 
. raemoratiori of the beginning of our 
constitutional government. 


/The, Centennial Celebration was fit- 


tingly ..begun Monday in New York. 
The naval parade, the principal event 
, of the day, in which over four hundred 
.vessels took part, was a great success. 
It exceeded anything of the kind be- 
j fore undertaken in this country. 
Pres- 


iident Harrison went over in part the 
same route taken by Washington 100 
years ago; and in noise, crowds and 
enthusiasm there was everything to 
show that as a nation we are intensely 
patriotic. The day's festivities con- 
cluded with the Grand Ball at which 
6000 people participated. 


The second day of the great celebra- 


.tion eclipsed the first in point of gran- 
deur. While the ball of Monday night 
was probably the greatest social event 
that ever took place in New York, and 
scene on the river was never equaled 
^before., they pale before the magnificent 
military pageant of Tuesday, when six- 
ty thousand men in martial array pass- 
ed in review of the President. 
The 


more than ten miles of marching men, 
with a thousand bands playing, two 
million witnesses and a hundred thous- 
and building bedecked with red, white 
and blue, made up a'vast picture whose 
like was never seen before in this coun- 
tiy. 


The celebration was continued on 


Wednesday in a civic parade, but that 
had chiefly a local interest. The great 
national celebration was on Tuesday, 
and it was worthy of the occasion, wor- 
thy of a great people and worthy of 
the great city whose fortune it was to 
be, for a time, the capitol of the nation. 


What a progress we have made in 


these too years! What a wonderful de- 
velopment of national strength and 
-greatness! The little infant nation of 
13 sparsely settled commonwealths, has 
grown to a mighty nation of 42 states 
with a population grown irom three 
millions to probably seventy millions 
of people. Our wealth has grown to 
an almost fabulous sum—our industries 
the wonder of the world. 
AVhere once 


-was supposed to be the great American 
desert, populous and wealthy states 
..have grown up. 
Cities have sprung up 


'as if by magic, and we have an empire 
the like of which the world has .never 
jooked upon. Washington in his day 
^ould scarcely have dreamed of such a 
country as the United Slates ot to-day, 
and yet to the principles he fought and 
labored to establish, is all this develop- 
ment due, and America can never do 
honor enough to the name of Washing- 
.lon. If the coming century witnesses 
an equal development to the past, the 
.second centennial will place our coun- 
.try far ahead of any position ever oc- 


§cupied by a nation upon this earth, as 
.much a wonder to coming generations 
as our growth to-da\r is to us.

An Arab VoiUh's Parliiir Di-ea - A 
Wouiulra liiou's Terrible Charire 
—The Hero's Uowartl. 


Wo were on a visit to one of the hill 
tribes of North Afrira, says a writer in 
C/tamhen^s Jovrna\ Our hosts were poor, 
but to the best they could offer we vrere 
made heartily welcome. 
There is no 
lack of hospitality among the much- 
maligned Ishmaelites. 
Many an act of 
genuine kindness was shown us and we 
should have been cravens indeed had we 
refused to aid our dusky friends in their 
hour of need. 
A lion family had taken 
up their abode in a cave dirticult of ac- 
ceis, among the hills close by. 
Night 
after night dire havoc was vprought by 
these fierce marauders, aud the time had 
come when a determined stand must be 
made to avert utter and irrevocable ruin. 
While the mountain Arab is by no means 
delicient in courage, peiseverance or 
physical strength, his weapons are of a 
most primitive kind. 
Tho long, light, 
Hint-lock gun ho handles bears no com- 
parison with our modern arms of pre- 
cision. 
Deprived of that comfortable 
sense of safety and self-assurance which 
the possession of a trusty breech-loader 
affords, the Arab endeavors to make up 
for it by an accumulation of numbers. It 
can scarcely be said, however, that the 
old proverb holds good on such oc- 
casions. 
Face to face with an angry 
North African lion, there is no safety iu 
numbers; he has been known to rush 
upon hundreds of men. 


A glorious morniog it was among the 
hills; the sky all aglow with purple tints, 
and through the veil of mist which hung 
round the shoulder of the great granite 
heights far off the summits were glisten- 
ing like so many blac:< diamonds bathed 
in sunbeams. 
Nature in its most rugged 
form lay before and around us. 
iu ihe 
pure av.urc above, moon and stars were 
paling before the sun's return. 
We were 
surrounded by a motley crowd of Arabs 
in their picturesque costume. 
Young 
and old, all indeed capable of bearing 
arms had turned out; some few were 
handling their long, slender, 
smooth- 
bore guns, but by far the greater number 
had only spears and yataghans. 
The 
venerable chief beside us gave us his or- 
ders briefly but distinctly. 
The exact 
location of the lion's cave was well 
known. 
At imminent peril of their lives 
the scouts had found it. tracking its 
mighty denizens to their very lair, 
A 
large circle of spearmen was now formed, 
and the men received instructions to con- 
verge gradually toward a rocky ledge in 
front of the cave, whose entrance was 
faintly visible from the elevated position 
of our trysting place. 
Presenily the 
"battue" 
commenced. 
Amid much 
shouting and clash of arms the lines were 
drawn cioscr and closer, while all of j^us 
who had firearms made as straight as 
possible for the cave. 
Before we had got 
within range an enormous male lion 
show^cd himself for an instant, shook his 
mane, and vanished, to appear again 
when we had arrived at a distance of 
about a thousand yards. 


A brisk but harmjcss fusillade was 
Dpened upon him by our Arab friends, 
and with a roar of defiance he withdrew 
once more into his stronghold; nor did 
he show himself again as we drew nearer 
and nearer until we came to a hale about 
¿00 yards from the cave. The narrow ledge 
leading up to it was separated fiom the 
hill on which we stood by a deep cjorge 
more than forty feet wide. 
Above the 
ledge towered a precipitous height; and 
every cleft or gully iu the rocky wall 
around bristled with the arms of our 
spearmen, barring escape in every direc- 
tion, a complete circle of glittering steel. 
We looked carefully to our weapons, 
and, when all was ready for giving our 
royal foe a hot reception, loud shouts and 
clamor were raised to draw them forth, 
but all in vain. 
No lion showed as much 
as the tip of his nose. 
After brief con - 
Bultatiou, one dauntless youth agreed to 
creep along the ledge, close to the cave, 
colllect a heap of dry brushwood and 
iire it, so as to smoke the lions out. The 
spearmen redoubled their clamor, and 
we held our riiles in readiness for instant 
use, while anxiously watching the lad's 
progress. 
Ho pursued his perilous task 
with great courage. 
Creeping -warily 
along the ledge, he never paused till he 
had gained tho entrance of the cave. 
Quickly gathering together the 
dry 
brushwood near at hand he soon raised a 
pile largo enough to fill the entrance, 
and after firing it he made his way back 
iu safety, proud of his daring achieve- 
ment and warmly welcomed by us all. 
A few moments and the fire blazed up. 
Bending a column of smoke into tho cave. 
The elfect upon the inmates was in- 
stantaneouB and startling. 
Two mighty 
roars mingled in one, aud lion and lioness 
bounded forth one after the other. 
Our 
doings had goaded them into fury, and 
they were ready to do battle against all 
odds in defense of their young ones and 
their home. 
At first glimpse of them my 
companion and I fired, but the movements 
of tho mighty beasts were so rapid aud 
incessant that both of us missed, 
i)ur 
Arab friends were peppering away with 
their iirearms, but also to little or no 
purpose. 


Suddenly, while the lioness charged 
down upon us along the ledge, her con- 
sort, with one mighty bound, cleared 
the gully, alighting in the very iiiidst of 
the Arabs at its brink, and, for the 
moment, carrying all before him. 
We 
Aimed carefully this time as tho lioneis 
sprang upon us, and both our bullets 
took effect; but it needed a Becond dose 
of lead out of our breechloaders to 
•tretcU her lifeless at our feet. 
We then 
hastened to the assistance of our allies. 
What a scene met our eyes! 
Hleeding 
profusely from many wounds, but as yet 
far from disabled, the furious male was, 
making sad havoc among the crowd. 
Cracking a skull there with one mighty 
sweep of his paw, and omashing a shoul- 
der with auotUor, ho had already strewn 


the ground with slain und wounded, 
us we drew nigh to finish him with our 
rifles. 
At that very moment the spear- 
men were likewise upon him. 
While 
he was scattering his a^isailants in front, 
more and more men had drawn near from 
behind, and half a dozen lances were 
now pluuged into him simultaneously, 
bearing him to the ground at last* 
The 
short but fierce struggle was over. 
Our 
terrible antagonist lay breathing his last, 
•with his victims around him. 
He had 
killed five Arabs outright and wounded 
fourteen more, among whom, to oui 
greatest regret, was the young hero of 
the day, the same brave lad whose 
perilous exploit wo had admired so much. 
A great broad gash from neck to shouldei 
will henceforih bear 
witness to his 
prowess iu the eyes of the whole tribe. 


We were publicly thanked by tbe 
chief for our modest share in the glory 
of the day, and he informed us later on 
that he deemed victory chea]) at the 
price, considering that thirty or forty 
victims often fall in such encounters. 
Two young cubs, scarcely six months 
old, were found inside tho cave half 
smothered by the smoke. We afterward 
learned that they had been sent to Al- 
giers for sale, and, for all we know,thev 
may uow be inmates of some zoological 
garden or menagerie. 
Our work was 
accomplished. 
Probably for many years 
to come tho tribe would be exempt from 
similar infliction. 
With high hearts we 
held our triumphal entry into the vil- 
lage, amid shouts of victory, blended 
with death wails, and with laraentationi 
over the many wounded. 
Our j'oung 
hero of the fire met with his reward. 
They carried him along in triumph, and, 
as he lay on his roughly-improvised 
coach, faint from loss of blood, but 
elated with the cons iousness of his 
achievement, no mortal could have been 
happier than he. The whole tribe, young 
and old, paid grateful homage to him as 
he lay there, for "honor to whom honor 
is due'* remains the rule "with these un- 
sophisticated sons of the wilderness, and 
long may it continue so.

FARM AND UARDEN. 


Pcortlnff ^or Yonuff Chick«. 


It is so easy to overfeed young chickens 
that the trouble is more to give too little 
than too much. 
One ounce of cracked 
wheat is quite enough for a young brood 
daily, divided into four meals. 
The food 
should be given on a board or pan beyond 
the reach of the hen, which should be 
confined in a coop. 
After ten days or 
two woeks the little brood will forage 
for themselves very actively if given a 
run on some grass or in a garden aud 
will pick up a good deal of food that is 
suitable for them. 
But the food may bo 
gradually increased from time to time 
until they are a month old. 
If fresh 
ground is given to the «hicks they will 
not be troubled with gapes. 
If gapes 
appear mix a few drops of turpentine 
with some st aided oatmeal once a day 
for them. — Na>o York 
Timt\ 


T.caky Tin RooT«. 


Farmers who live remote from any 
place where there is a tinsmith are ofteu 
troubled by leaks in the roofs, <»r eave 
troughs. 
Any farmer can repair them 
aud make them stronger than before. 
Find the leak, and apply a good < oat of 
rather thick paint; put on a piece of 
old bagging or coarse muslin, then a 
se ond coat of paint, rubb'ng it well iu, 
and smoothly. 
Then cover with a piece 
of tin, nailing it down tightly, close to 
the edge, using large-headed 
tacks; 
those known as 24 or yO-oz. Swede's iron 
tacks are best. 
Then give another coat 
of paint, and the leak is uot only re- 
paired, but that part will last much 
longer than the rest. 
Old fruit cans arc 
just the thing for the purpose; set them 
on top of a hot stove till the solder is 
melted, aud then flatten them 
out.

Ferrtinir Parin Horses. 


An English veterinary surgeon rec- 
ommends that those who havo charge of 
horses, especially farm horses, should be 
taught that the stomach of a horse is not 
like the rumen of a cow, a mere recepta- 
cle for food, but an essential organ of 
digestion of limited capacity, which does 
not need to be crammed in order to per- 
form its proper func1;ions, and that it 
cannot be so treated without danger to 
the animal; that the teeth of the horse 
ire provided for the purpose of masti- 
cating the food, and that food which 
does not require mastication should be 
sparingly, if ever, used. 
He further 
recommends that no horse be put to 
work immediately after a full meal, and 
where a horse has done a heavy day's 
work it should be allowed "to stand iu 
the stable until it is cool and comfort- 
able before being fed. 
A little water 
may be given, aud if a little good hay 
be put into the rack it will occupy his 
Attention, and besides requiring proper 
mastication will further have the effect 
to slightly stimulate the stomach to 
jecretion and prepare it for the recep- 
tion of the feed which is to follow. 
Should a horse require more food than 
usual to supply the extra waste of tissues 
:aused by hard work give it by all 
means, but let it be in excess iu its 
albuminoids or nutritious constituents, 
and let the horse be fed oftener aud not 
in increased quantities at a time.—JYew 
York World. 


Piantino: an Aspar.airii« Bed. 


The best plan for obtaining early re- 
sults is to secure one or two year old 
asparagus roots and ik^u plant them in 
rich soil and give good and clear culti- 
vation. 
The rows should bo four feet 
apart and the plants not less than two 
feet apart in the row. 
If you want the 
asparagus for your own use, do not set 
the crowns more than four inches deep, 
that is, have them covered with four 
Inches of good rich soil when the bed is 
levelled oli after planting, 
if the soil is 
light and naturally well drained it need 
aot be plowed more than ten or twelve 
inches for the reception of the plants, 
adding a little manure at the time, then 
ipply as much as you please over the 
Drowns or on the surface of the bed. The 
strength of the manure will be carried 
down by the rains, as rapidly as it is 
aoeded by the roots. 
It is a waste of 
manure to bury it deeply, even for 
isparagus, although it is usually recom- 
mended in preparing ground for this 
regetable. 
In selecting a variety for cul- 
civation you can scarcely go amiss, for all 
the varieties oilered in nurserymen's and 
icedsmen's catalogues are one and the 
jame thing under different names. 
If 
foubury Lonover's colossal you will iind 
iome sprouts, as they appear above 
ground, are of a purplish color, others 
pale red, with an occasional one greenish 
white, showing that there is no one diS' 
finct variety known under this name. If 
yon secure good, healthy roots, and give 
ihem good or extra care, you need not 
fear the results. 
"Giant asparagus" is 
^nly obtained by what may bo termed 
giant cultivation,—-iVtiW York ¿>m. 


Squashes 
and Potatoes Tosrethor. 


I have never grown these vegetables 
together, and see no advantage iu so 
doing, unless it bo the possible protec- 
tion the potato vines might give the 
squash as a dccoy to the squash bug aud 
ipotted beetle. 
The s 11 should be pre- 
pared for the potatoes as early as pos- 
sible, the rows marked out three feet 
apart, and only the alternate 
rows 
planted, leaving the 
others for tho 
squasli. 
This would give squash vines 
six feet one way, aud they could be 
planted three feet apart iu the row. for 
the bush varieties. 
Well rotted manure 
of the best quality should be applied in 
the hills for the squashes before or at 
the time the potatoes wore planted, the 
gquash hills to remain until the con^ 
ditions of soil and weather were right 
[or planting the seed, which probably 
would not bp until the potatoes were 
op. 
By the 
time 
the 
sijuash had 
3prouted the potatoes would have a good 
itart, and would protect the squash 
plants from hard winds. 
The frequent 
cultivation given the potatoes would 
hasten the growth of the squash and 
interim wouderiully with the ravages 


of the squash bug. as he is shy and mm 
away at the first alarm. 
Trecautioi 
should bo taken against the fea beetU 
by dusting the young vines in the toj 
of each hill of squashes with gypsum o: 
land plaster, into each bushel of whicl 
a pint of turpentine has been thoroughl} 
stirred; theu allow it to stand n fc\t 
days, well covered, to retain all thi 
fumes. This acts as a preventive, not a» 
a remedy, and can also be used on tht 
cabbage and all plants liable to lufec 
t'on from the flea beetle. To subdue thi 
enemies of tho squash crop is the inosi 
expensive and laborious part of iti 
culture. 
The ]:otatoe3 would be dug 
before the squash vines were done grow* 
ing, or before the squashes were picked, 
—American Agriculturist».

ject is wool aud mutton there is no breed 
that is equal to the Merinos. 
They "wil 
herd iu large ijo 'ks better and do well OD 
less leed than any other breed. 
It 
starting a flock it is generally the most 
profitalilc to buy the best of the kind, 
but if you laik means the next best 
thing is a healthy old sheep from a large 
flo-k. 
Put by themselves, they will of- 
ten renew their age aud prove not a bad 
investment, but avoid young or middle- 
aged 
I ulls; 
they lack 
constitutional 
vigor aud are the most worthless stojk 
one can purchase. 


Having selected your breed for a spe- 
cific purpose, press steadily forward by 
breeding to a flxed type. 
On the sub- 
ject of coarse and fine wools Mr. Colo 
gives figures which are decidedly in 
favor of the flue wools for money in his 
section, where soil and climate are well 
adapted to the Merinos. 


On fattening sheep Mr. Cole says: 
think the best iige at which sheep fat- 
tens is three to four years, but a I the 
way from lambs to that age you can 
pick out sheeu that will latten well. 
Feed grain in a 
L'at bottomed, 
dry 
trough if possible—a tride at first. lu- 
crease until you reach to one and one- 
half pounds each, per day. 
In damp, 
muggy weather feed lighter. 
Be sure 
and not feed so as to have them leave 
grain iu their trough. 
Do not disturb 
them in the morning; let them get up of 
their own accord and pick around a 
little ^before you feed them. 
I like 
mixed'grains for sheep better than feed- 
ing all one Kind, and in coarse feed I 
also give as great a variety as possible, 
but the same kind at a stated time each 
day." 


Lambs in large flocks should be re- 
moved when they are four or five months 
old aud placed on good pasture. 
There 
is nothing better than a stubble field, 
with a good growth of young clover. 
Feed a little grain as tho pasture begins 
to get short, only a trifle at first. 


Farm and Garcleii Notes. 


Cue of the essentials of soiling is a 
fertile soil. 


Every farm ought to have its experi- 
mental patch. 


Top ventilators iu poultry houses are 
being vigorously criticised. 


Onions thrive best in a bed made firm 
underneath but fine on-the surface. 


The early killed is the easily killed 
weed, and the weed that robs the crop 
least. 


If you are careful to keep tho furrows 
straight, you will do faster and better 
plowing. 


When cleaning out poultry houses put 
the manure where it will keep dry aud 
not be leached out by rains. 


The success of the season's work de- 
pends upon being ready with tho early 
spring aud getting the crop in early. 


In trimming the grapevines trim so 
that the sunshine and air can have a free 
circulation among the foliage. 
In many 
cases too heavy and close foliage induces 
rot. 


In no other way can the farmer so 
radically do the work of nature to his 
advantage as by using tile; for under- 
drainage both lengthens the seasons and 
deepens the soil. 


If snails trouble rose bushes when they 
start iu growth place u few cabbage 
loaves around the plants. 
The snails 
will collect iu them and cau then be 
easily destroyed. 


Farmers who must have hired men to 
help them in their farm work ought not 
to forget their overworked wives, Thero 
is as much need of extra workers iu th« 
Kitchen as on the farm. 


Keep tho house plants well supplied 
with water, but care should be taken to 
avoid either extreme—making them go 
without water too long, or applying too 
much. 
Either is injurious, 


Tho smaller the field the more fence 
required and the more land taken from 
cultivation. 
The more oblong the field, 
tho more fence required 
to inclose a 
giveu area; conversely, the nearer a 
square is the field the loss fence is re- 
quired. 


Of great importance at this season is 
the 
manure 
crop, 
Every shovelful 
should go to the heap, not only for the 
sake of clean and healthful stables, but 
for the intrinsic value of the manure. 
Keep all the manure piles well made and 
compact.
